selecting means turns ON the power supply circuits of the receiver and demodulator related to 
selected signal and turns OFF the power supply circuits related to not-selected signal

frequency signal of the common signaling system has a frequency band of the millimeter 
wavelength.

5. (Amended) A broadcast signal receiving system as defined in [any one of claims 2 to 4] claim 
2, wherein the plural broadcast receiving means comprise plural receivers and demodulators 
corresponding to high-frequency signals of different signaling systems and power switching 
means for turning on and off respective power supply circuits of the plural receivers and 
demodulators, and the signal selecting means turns ON the power supply circuits of the receiver 
and demodulator related to selected signal and turns OFF the power supply circuits related to 
not-selected signal.
